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Ne Reliable Reports of Crook's 
Movements yet Received. 
WaSHINGTON, May 31. 
Lieutenant William Baird of the 


: “Wye Sixth Cavalry, who has just returned 
ai from the Mexican frontier, said to a 


Star reporter to-day that he did not 
think the report of General Crook’s 


engagement with the hostiles was very 


trustworthy. Very likely,“ he said, 
„there has been fighting, but Ido not 
think any decisive action has taken 
place. General Crook did not intend 
to send back word until he had ac- 
complished something or entirely 
failed.“ In reply to a question why 
General Crook did not take with him 
into Mexico a larger force of cavalry, 
Lieutenant Baird said: 

“His action in that respect is not 
fully understood. He took all ‘the 
men he could possibly provide trans- 
portation for. Everything in the way 
of provisions and baggage had to be 
carried on the backs of mules. The 


reg | country was scoured and all the mules 


that could be procured at the different 
posts were brought in. These mules 
are not very plentiful, and his force 
had to be regulated in accordance with 
the supply. It was absolutely neces- 
sary to take scouts to track the enemy. 
General Crook took with him as far as 
the border, eight or 10 companies, 
with which he formed a cordon along 
the line. Six companies were left in 
the vicinity of San Bernardino, under 
Colonel Biddle. It was with one of 
these companies I was stationed. It is 
a terrible country General Crook en- 
tered, and perfectly desolate. 

“The prosperous ranches that used 
to stand along the base of the moun- 
tains have been swept away by the 
savages, and an occasional desolated 
hamlet is all that is left of the vil- 
lages. The great difficulty General 
Crook has to contend with is the 
scarcity of water. The scouts only 
know one or two places where water 
can be found, but the fugitives know 
where every drop is that is in the 
mountains. The most cordial rela- 
tions existed between General Crook 
and the Mexican authorities, and his 
plans and intentions were fully ap- 
proved by them. Ithink no uneasi- 


ness need be felt for the safety of Gen- 


eral Crook. We had no other idea 
down there than that he knew what 
he was about and that he would come 


out all right.

Not a single reliable report concern- 
ing General Crook has been received 
since he crossed the line. All rumors 
thus far are merely surmises. It is 
generally believed that the hostiles 
are short of ammunition and will not 
stand a fight with Crook,and that they 
are preparing to surrender upon the 
first opportunity.

THOROUGHBRED COWS. 


The Difference Between Mustang 
Steck and Well-bred Animals. 


The dairy industry has naturally 
stimulated inquiry as to the most 
profitable breeds of cattle for dairy 
purposes, and very full and exhaus- 
tive experiments have been made 
with a view to testing their cheese 
and butter producing qualities, for 
it is only a simple question of arith- 
metic to show that a cow giving 
double the quantity of milk, though 
costing iginally two or three times 
as much as the other, is much the 


more profitable, the care being no 
greater and the feeding not more 
expensive in proportion. 

areful investigation shows that 
all desirable qualifications are not 
to be found in any one variety. 
Most prominent among blooded 
eattle are Durhams, Herefords, 
Holsteins and Jerseys, the two for- 
mer of which have long since been 
conceded to be at the head as beef 
producers, but the question of supe- 
riority has not yet been settled be- 
tween the friends of the two. The 
Holsteins rank next in this regard 
while it is well nigh demonstrat 
that as milk producers and conse- 
quently as cheese producers they 
beat the world. 
The Jerseys for butter are ac- 
knowledged to have the lead, and 
for family use when but one or two 
cows are kept, or for exclusively 
butter dairying, are most desirable. 
Ordinary dairies average 4,000, to 
5,000 pounds of milk to the cow, 
and one very extra dairy of ten 
cows gave an average for the sea- 
son of 7,000 pounds. A very large 
yield in the best of the season for a 
native cow is 50 pounds a day, 
and the highest known, perhaps 
60 pounds. This is the record for 
native animals in their prime. In 
contrast, the Holstein Aggie“ at 
six years of age gave in one day 
847 pounds; in one month, 2,362}; 
in six months, 10,692}, and in the 
year, 18,004—an average of over 50 
pounds for 300 days. Others have 
done nearly as well. 

Among three year olds, ‘‘Sappho’’ 
made a record of 64 pounds in one 
day; 1,755 in one month; 6,495 in 
150 dave, when the season was in- 
terrupted, nearly 41 pounds a day. 
Another named Duchess,“ same 
age, made a record in one day of 62; 
in one month, 1,535; in six months, 
7,315; in one year, 12,027, an average 
of about 34 pounds a day for 300
